War of words in council 
as the Mayor is accused 
of having ‘tunnel vision’ 


THERE was a furi¬ 
ous row between 
councillors at the 
last meeting of 
Cowbridge Town 
Council. 

At one point, former 
mayor Marian Arnold 
threatened to walk out 
and accused the present 
mayor, Coun Jon Harris, 
of having “tunnel 
vision”. He in turn 
accused her of creating 
divisions within the 
council. 

It started when Coun 
Arnold was presenting 
her report as chairman of 
the leisure and amenities 
committee. 

The minutes of the last 
meeting of the committee 
contained a recommen¬ 
dation that the fencing at 
the Cae Rex allotments, 
which are owned by the 
council, should be 
replaced as quickly as 
possible, with payment 
for the work coming 
from the council’s 
reserves. This had to be 
approved by the full 
council. 

Coun Arnold said that 
it was going to cost about 
£1,600 for the contractor 
to remove the old con¬ 
crete posts from the 
existing fence. There had 
been a delay because of 
difficulties in disposing 
of these posts, but the 
contractor had found a 
special place to take 
them in Newport. 

“This has gone on and 
on. People are doing a 
fantastic job on their 
allotments, but they are 
suffering from intruders 
coming over the fence. 
We decided to go ahead 
with this work because it 
is desperately needed and 
it is our land.”

She did not know what 
the total cost of the proj¬ 
ect would be, but it 
would not be the £10,000 
that had been mentioned 
previously. 

Coun Harris asked 
why the committee was 
not waiting for the out¬ 
come of the application 
that had already been 
made by the council for a 
CASH grant from the 
Vale Council to cover the 
cost. He said that an 
application for £10,000 
had been made. 

Coun Arnold said that 
Coun Harris was the only 
member of the L and A 
committee who had 
voted against providing 
the fence. 

“This has been on the 
agenda for a long time 
before you became 
deputy mayor,” she said. 

“Members of the allot¬ 
ments are asking for this. 
The site is an eyesore and 
it is something we have 
to rectify.” 

Coun Harris said he 
was opposed to the way 
this was being done: “I 
voted against it, not 
because I was in dis¬ 
agreement with renewing 
the fence, but because of 
the way it is done,” he 
said. 

“We agreed to ask for 
a CASH grant, but it now 
seems the cost will come 
out of the council’s 
reserves. No budget for 
this fence was included 
in this year’s estimates.” 

Coun Arnold pointed 
out that this item had 
been put into the budget 
for many years up until 
this year. 

She added: “In 

January, you accused the 


committee of not spend¬ 
ing £11,000 in its budg¬ 
et.” 

Coun Harris replied 
that the committee had 
applied for a CASH grant 
and was now proposing 
to pay for the fence out of 
council reserves. 

Coun Arnold then 
broadened the argument 
out into money being 
spent by the finance and 
general purposes com¬ 
mittee, which was 
chaired by Coun Harris 
until he was installed as 
mayor last month, on the 
replacement of the sewer 
at the Limes Cemetery. 

She said that the coun¬ 
cil was finding the 
money for that - even 
though it did not own the 
sewer and was not legal¬ 
ly liable for it:: “This 
fence has been waiting to 
be done for years. It is 
not new. It has been 
going on for years.” 

Coun Harris said that 
the whole question 
should be sent to the 
finance and general pur¬ 
poses committee for 
them to decide if there 
was funding available. 

“It is a large sum and 
what about the CASH 
grant? Do we withdraw 
it?” 

Coun Arnold insisted 
that the scheme could not 
wait: “The contractor has 
found a place that will 
take these posts. He has 
done a lot of work.” 

But Coun Harris said 
that while the scheme 
would please one or two 
allotment holders, he 
wondered if the rest of 
Cowbridge wanted to 
spend money for the ben¬ 
efit of “a few” people. 


Coun Arnold said that 
the council was finding 
£2,000 for the play¬ 
ground in Aberthin and 
was providing money for 
the new sewer: “This is 
something that we do 
own and we have a duty 
to keep it in good repair.” 

At this point, former 
mayor, David Morris, 
intervened to ask if the 
CASH grant had been 
submitted and clerk 
Andrew Davies said that 
it had, but they were not 
considered straight away. 

Coun Morris asked 
about the timescale: “I 
understand what both 
parties are saying. Can 
we try and find out if our 
application will get a 
favourable response? If 
not, it should go to the 
finance committee.” 

Coun Arnold said that 
she walks past these 
allotments every day: 
“The fence is in a dread¬ 
ful state. I have had peo¬ 
ple coming up to me 
about it. We have agreed 
to lease the allotments 
out and there are things 
we must pay for. 

“It was agreed years 
ago - we must have this 
land properly fenced.” 

Coun Morris said that 
allotments were ‘top of 
the pops’ nationally at the 
moment and even the 
Queen had one - “But we 
should wait and see if we 


get the CASH grant.” 

Coun Arnold said that 
the leisure and amenities 
committee had the 
money in its budget, but 
it was taken away from 
them at the start of the 
new financial year: “The 
mayor said no. Is that the 
answer?” 

Coun Geoff Cox felt 
that as the council had 
applied for a CASH 
grant, it should wait and 
see what was happening. 

But Coun Arnold said 
that the fence was in a 
bad way and the council 
would be letting the peo¬ 
ple of Cowbridge down 
if it did not do this work. 
Coun Cox repeated that 
the question of the grant 
should be resolved first. 

Coun Arnold said that 
the committee had been 
accused by Coun Harris 
of not spending its budg¬ 
et and that money had 
been taken away. 

Coun Sue Cox said 
that the council should 
contact the Vale and say 
that the fence was deteri¬ 
orating and ask for an 
early decision. This was 
agreed, with Coun 
Arnold and Coun Andrea 
Burgess voting against. 

When the minutes of 
the finance and general 
purposes committee 
came up, Coun Arnold 
returned to the attack and 
raised the question of the 
sewer, as this item was 
included in the minutes.

Cowbridge Council IN BRIEF 


COWBRIDGE 
Town Council has 
granted £100 to 
South Wales Police, 
towards the cost of 
running the “We 
are the champions” 
competition with 
primary schools 
throughout the 
Vale. 

However, a further 
request from police for 
funding towards the 
annual police outward 
bound trip was refused. 

• Cowbridge Town 
Council is to give sym¬ 
pathetic consideration to 
any request to stage a 


welcome-home ceremony 
for any of the armed 
forces coming back to 
the area from any of the 
conflict zones. 

The council was con¬ 
tacted by the Reserved 
Forces Association, 
which asked if a march 
or civic tea could be 
staged. 

Coun Ten Taylor said 
it was unlikely that this 
would happen in 
Cowbridge, but he said 
it would be considered 
sympathetically if it 
arose. 

• Coun Sue Cox has 
urged residents to visit 
the exhibition being 
staged in the library on 


plans to revamp the gar¬ 
dens at Old Hall. 

She said that the 
Charter Trust, which was 
staging the exhibition, 
had to prove that it had 
carried out public con¬ 
sultation in order to 
qualify for grants. She 
urged people to fill in 
the comment forms, giv¬ 
ing their views on the 
proposals. 

• A recipient worthy of 
the Good Citizen Award 
has been selected, town 
councillors heard. The 
recipient is to be 
approached and asked if 
they accept the award - 
and then it will be publi¬ 
cised. 


WARNING FOR DRIVERS 
Clamp-down starts on 
illegal parking in town 


POLICE have 
begun a clamp- 
down on illegal 
parking in the cen¬ 
tre of Cowbridge. 

Insp Mark Taylor told 
Cowbridge Town 
Council that officers had 
been booking drivers 
illegally parked in the 
disabled bay and on bus 
stops. 

Coun Sue Cox and 
Coun Gwen Baty had 
both complained at the 
previous meeting about 
this issue. 

Coun Cox said that 
genuine disabled drivers 
had been unable to get 
into the bay by Tesco 
because it was always 
full of cars, while Coun 
Baty stated that buses 
were unable to pull into 
their stops and were hav¬ 
ing to let passengers dis¬ 
mount in the road, which 
was dangerous. 

Insp Taylor said that 
he had raised this with 
the officers who cover 
Cowbridge, and quite a 
few drivers had been 
booked. However, he 


added that some disabled 
drivers were themselves 
parking illegally, 
because they were stop¬ 
ping on stretches of the 
main road which also 
have a loading and 
unloading ban. 

“We don’t want to be 
booking them but they 
are not allowed to park 
if there’s a loading ban. 
They should watch out 
for the yellow lines on 
the kerbs.” 

He said he would 
keep urging his officers 
to enforce the ban on 
other drivers using dis¬ 
abled bays, because dis¬ 
abled drivers need to be 
able to use them. 

CRIME 

HALVED 

CRIME rates in 
Cowbridge have halved 
over the past year, Insp 
Taylor reported. 

He produced crime 
figures which showed 
that there were 32 
crimes in May 2008 - 
compared to 16 crimes 
in May this year. 

“There has been a 50 
per cent drop and we are 


very pleased with that. 
We have had no burgla¬ 
ries at all - dwelling 
house or other - and 
there were no thefts of 
motor cars and just one 
theft from a car, com¬ 
pared to five in May last 
year,” Insp Taylor 
revealed. 

Other thefts had 
dropped from seven to 
two, but there had been 
an increase in anti-social 
behaviour incidents - 
up from seven to nine - 
and of assaults from one 
to two. 

“Anti-social behav¬ 
iour is a large category 
that covers all sorts of 
things. I have looked at 
this but there’s nothing 
there that causes me any 
alarm. I have delved into 
all the cases.” 

He was asked to 
include drug cases in 
future crime figures and 
said he would do that, 
but pointed out that 
whenever these figures 
rose, it was because the 
police had been pro¬ 
active and had initiated 
raids and made arrests.

A funny thing happened during the Sleeping 
Beauty production: My father Sydney Havard and 
I had to paint a scene of the town hall, and we had 
to have a recording of the striking clock at 11am. 

Instead, it was done at mid-day, just when the 
children were coming out of school, and the cars 
were sounding their horns. 

We all fell about laughing - but I don’t think 
the audience found it quite so funny.

Why build 2,000 houses on 
haven for wildlife in Barry? 


I AM extremely 
concerned over 
the conservation 
of our green spaces 
and the way Barry 
is disappearing 
beneath a layer of 
rubble and con¬ 
crete. 

Unfortunately, I was 
unable to attend the pub¬ 
lic exhibition held by the 
Barry Waterfront 
Consortium but I wish to 
express my concerns 
over the proposed regen¬ 
eration scheme at Barry 
Waterfront, namely the 
area known as West 
Pond. 

Looking across to 
Barry Island, it is the 
field on the right hand 
side. I don’t know how 
many people are aware 
that this field is a haven 
for wildlife and flora. 

It is packed with 
numerous wild flowers 


and grasses, some of 
which may be rare and 
threatened species. 

This flora provides 
food and home for many 
insects, including bees, 
which I believe face 
extinction at this time. 

Also, hundreds of 
skylarks nest in this field 
and the adjacent field. 
These little birds fill the 
sky with their song. 
Where will they go if the 
planned works go 
ahead? 

According to plans, 
there are to be 2,000 
houses built on this land; 
why? Half the properties 
already built on the 
Waterfront are for sale 
or empty. 

The apartments that 
have been created in the 
Barry Hotel are not 
exactly selling like hot- 
cakes. Why can’t this 
new development be 
built on brown sites? 


Why does a beautiful 
area between the Island 
and town have to be 
ruined? 

I appreciate that 
another road is required 
to access Barry Island, 
but that could be built, 
leaving the fields virtual¬ 
ly untouched. 

Why is money not 
being spent on making 
Barry Island a more 
attractive place for visi¬ 
tors? 

Bistros and wine bars 
could be built, cafes and 
restaurants could be 
modernised and cleaned 
up. We could have a 
‘continental life style’ 
right by the sea. 


Now that the beach is 
so much cleaner, it 
would be a far more 
attractive place than the 
Waterfront. Why does it 
have to be like Cardiff 
Bay - let’s be different, 
clean up Barry Island 
and make it worth visit¬ 
ing. Leave the fields full 
of flowers, wild life and 
birdsong. 

Haven’t we been 
warned enough about 
endangered insects and 
flowers - the whole 
structure of life will col¬ 
lapse without these and 
we are doing nothing to 
prevent it.

‘ GOALPOSTS HAVE CHANGED ’ 

Councillor expresses 
concern over defence 
college noise levels 


A FLEMINGSTON 
councillor is ques¬ 
tioning the small 
print of plans for 
the military train¬ 
ing complex at St 
Athan - and says 
that noise levels 
could be a major 
problem. 

The Vale Council is 
currently considering the 
extensive planning 
application for the 
Defence Training 
College (DTC), and the 
public are being invited 
to express their views. 

Coun Roger Eustace 
told The GEM: “There 
has been much local 
support for the DTC, but 
the previous public con¬ 
sultations and exhibi¬ 
tions made little mention 
of the type of military 
training - which was 
always presented as low 
level. 

“The goalposts have 
now changed.” 

Coun Eustace can see 
problems ahead from a 
number of areas, with 
noise a major concern. 

He said: “There will 
be a significant adverse 
impact upon the local 
communities from mili¬ 
tary activities, which 
include engine running, 
tank pad and road from

2014, flightline with up

He said: “Section

She asked how many 
graves were going to be 
lost because of the deci¬ 
sion to move the sewer 
from its position, cutting 
across the cemetery 
diagonally and re-route 
it around the boundary. 

“Leisure and ameni¬ 
ties knows nothing about 
this plan. Where will the 
paths go? Can anybody 
tell me? We have a right 
to know what’s going 
on. The lay-out of the 
cemetery comes under 
the remit of L and A. We 
must be consulted on 
this.” 

The issue of the sewer 
was taken from L and A 
committee and given to 
finance and general pur¬ 
poses under Coun Harris 
some time ago. 

The new chairman of 
F and GP, Coun Len 
Taylor, said that all the 
information would be 
available at the appropri¬ 
ate time. 

But Coun Arnold said 
that the L and A commit¬ 


tee was being ignored. 

Coun Taylor disputed 
that: “There will be a 
considerable net gain in 
the number of graves,” 
he said. "When the new 
sewer is complete, LA 
and A will determine the 
lay out.” 

Coun Arnold again 
asked how many graves 
would be lost by the 
diversion. 

“It is a simple ques¬ 
tion and I want a simple 
answer,” she demanded. 

Asked by Coun Sue 
Cox to explain what she 
meant, Coun Arnold said 
she was talking about 
how putting the sewer 
around the top and side 
of the cemetery would 
reduce the number of 
new graves that could be 
dug. 

She also pointed out 
that paths will have to be 
installed, which will also 
reduce the number. 

Coun Taylor stated 
that the council would 
have to get a new lay¬ 
out plan drawn up show¬ 
ing the diversion of the 


sewer: “But this change 
will result in a signifi¬ 
cant increase in the num¬ 
ber of new graves.” 

Coun Arnold dis¬ 
agreed: “Before we 
spend this money on 
diverting the sewer, we 
should know how many 
graves will be gone,” 
she insisted. 

Coun Harris was 
adamant that there 
would be a “net gain.” It 
would be the responsi¬ 
bility of the L and A 
committee to decide the 
lay-out. 

“Stop making this 
divisive with the F and 
GP committee. We had a 
cemetery with an area 
that could not be used. 
We have done our best 
to maximise the avail¬ 
able space for the benefit 
of the town. This has 
been agreed by this 
council.” 

Coun David Morris 
accused Coun Arnold of 
blocking the move to 
sort out the cemetery 
and of going around in 
circles and at this point. 


Coun Arnold threatened 
to go home. 

“I cannot argue with 
you. You are tunnel 
sighted," she said. "I am 
sorry that there are only 
two members of L and A 
here - myself and Coun 
Burgess. Coun Baty and 
Coun Williams are not 
here, but they would 
support us. I am tired of 
people fighting us 
down.” 

She accused the 
mayor of opposing 
everything that was said 
about the allotment 
fence. 

“You were at the 
meeting when it was 
agreed. You heard every 
single thing and then 
you ask whet we are 
doing in L and A. We 
thrashed it out and then 
it came to council and 
then you oppose it. It’s 
not fair,” Coun Arnold 
added.

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Rugby legend speaks to 
Pontfaen Probus Club 


THE June meeting 
of the Pontfaen 
Probus Club 
included a talk by 
former Wales cap¬ 
tain Paul 
Thorburn, who 
spoke about “My 
Life in Rugby.” 

Paul played in the 80s 
for Neath at full-back 
and he made his debut 
for Wales in 1985. In an 
international career 
which spanned six years, 
and gained him 37 caps, 
he was renowned for his 
goal-kicking. He 
amassed more than 300 
points for Wales, none 
more celebrated than the 
three points against 
Scotland which he 
kicked from inside his 
own half, from a dis¬ 


tance of more than 70 
yards. It set a world 
record which stands to 
this day! 

Now the business 
manager for the 
Ospreys, Paul comment¬ 
ed upon the contrasts of 
today’s professional 
game to the strict ama¬ 
teur rules under which 
he played. He recounted 
how during the 1987 
World Cup in New 
Zealand when Wales fin¬ 
ished third, while he and 
the rest of the Welsh 
squad were rigidly tied 
to the amateur ethos, it 
was clear that the All 
Blacks and Wallabies 
had already entered the 
professional ranks. 

That World Cup expo¬ 
sure probably initiated 
the eventual demands of 
the top players in the 


home nations for pay¬ 
ment, which then led to 
the professional era and 
stemmed, even reversed, 
the exodus of top union 
players to rugby league. 

Despite his legendary 
status and obvious suc¬ 
cess, Paul is modest 
about his personal con¬ 
tributions and praised 
the team spirit which 
abides in the game. He 
spoke movingly about 
his captaincy of Wales 
and entertained the 
members with many 
amusing and insightful 
stories of his experiences 
at both club and intema-

‘Committee show great concern’ 

Dyffryn Gardens Friends are 
alarmed by membership drop 


A GARDEN society 
formed to support 
and promote the 
wellbeing of a his¬ 
toric garden is 
under threat from 
falling membership. 

The Friends of 
Dyffryn Gardens, which 
offers its members free 
access to the gardens 
during normal opening 
hours, regular newslet¬ 
ters, guided walks, trips, 
lectures and free entry to 
Kew Gardens in London 
is losing members to the 
more flexible season 
ticket scheme offered by 
the Vale of Glamorgan 
Council. 

The annual general 
meeting of the Friends 
(June 3) heard that the 
council season ticket 
was selling better than 
membership to the 
Friends - even though it 
was the same price - 
because it could be taken 
out at anytime of the 
year. 

Membership of the 
Friends follows the 
financial year and runs 
for one full year from 
April to March. 

Chair of the Friends, 
Professor David 
Thomas, said: 

‘The falling member¬ 
ship is of great concern 
to the committee. Firstly, 
we are a victim of the 
financial climate and 
secondly, the council 


scheme, which is similar 
to ours, is beginning to 
bite. We have to do what 
we can to combat it 
because the council 
scheme does not offer 
what we offer - a series 
of winter talks and sum¬ 
mer excursions.” 

Membership secretary 
of the Friends, Barbara 
Hodges, told the AGM 
that numbers had for the 
first time fallen to under 
300, compared with the 
400-strong membership 
of four years ago. 

Prof Thomas gained 
agreement of the AGM 
to bring the constitution 
of the Friends up-to- 
date, to make its mem¬ 
bership scheme more 
flexible and better able 
to compete with the 
council scheme. 

The Friends of 
Dyffryn Garden Society 
was formed in 1983 to 
promote the wellbeing of 
the garden by encourag¬ 
ing interest in it, and to 
promote understanding 
and appreciation of hor¬ 
ticulture and botany. 

The AGM heard that 
trips during the past year 
had included outings to 
Picton Court Gardens 
and Knightshayes House 
and Garden. 

Combined talks and 
walks had included a 
talk about the Penllegare 
Trust, followed by a visit 
to Penllegare Valley 
Woods and a talk by the 
organiser of the National 


Garden Scheme, 
Rosamund Davies, fol¬ 
lowed by a visit to her 
garden, Slade Garden, 
Southemdown. 

Forthcoming trips 
include a visit to 
Chalfield Manor and the 
Courts Garden in 
Wiltshire on Monday, 
June 29 and a trip to 
Kew Gardens on 
Wednesday, August 26. 

Dyffryn Project man¬ 
ager for the Vale 
Council, Gerry 
Donovan, reported that 
visitor numbers for the

FLU CONTINGENCY PLAN 

Potential for significant 
increase in deaths if 
pandemic strikes’ -warning 


A CONTINGENCY plan 
has been drawn up in the 
area to cope with any 
increased deaths from the 
Swine Flu pandemic. 

The plan, which considers all 
levels of threat, including a 
‘worst case scenario’, applies to 
the way in which Coychurch 
Crematorium will operate and 
also takes increased demand for 
burials into account. 

The crematorium is jointly 
operated by the Bridgend, 
Rhondda Cynon Tajf, and Vale 
councils. 

A report to the management 
committee revealed that an exer¬ 
cise was carried out in April at 
the time of the outbreak of the flu 
in Mexico. 

All councils in Wales took part 
in this exercise which was to see 
how the effects of a pandemic 
can be mitigated. 

Although the current outbreak 
appears to be less virulent than 
first expected, the report warns 
that there is potential for a ‘sig¬ 
nificant increase’ in deaths. 

The report states that if there is 
a big additional demand for cre¬ 
mation, Bridgend and Vale 
Councils may have to set up a 
body-holding area near to the cre¬ 
matorium. 

The management committee 
may also have to increase crema¬ 
tions to 315 a week, extend the 
days and hours of operation at the 
crematorium, reduce the amount 
of time available for services, and 


suspend other administrative 
work until the emergency has 
ended. The report states that if the 
crematorium starts to get towards

The National Public Health 
Service for Wales will be in 
charge of any pandemic and local 
hospitals will only be able to 
admit patients with added compli¬ 
cations from the flu virus. The 
plan assumes that some people 
will die at home from the disease. 

At the moment, there are up to 
10 cremations a day, with 30- 
minute services. 

If a pandemic scenario increas¬ 
es the demand to 15 cremations a 
day in a five-day week, the stand¬ 
by cremator would have to be 
used on top of the two main ones. 

Alternatively, the crematorium 
would have to operate two seven 
hour shifts from 8 am-3pm and 


tion into the computers. 

Cleaning staff may also be 
deployed from outside to clean 
the chapel and toilets to release 
crematorium staff for other work. 

The report also looks at burials 
within Bridgend and says that if 
there was a significant increase in 
demand, they would be restricted 
to four cemeteries - Maesteg, 
Sarn, Laleston and Pencoed. 

There may be further restric¬ 
tions, including a refusal to re¬ 
open existing graves, as some of 
these have to be hand-excavated 
and a refusal for three-depth 
graves because of the extra time 
involved. 

The four cemeteries could 
accommodate up to 60 burials a 
week, but if extra labour was 
brought in to extend working 
hours, there could be 110 burials 
a week. Extra equipment may 
have to be hired and external con¬ 
tractors brought to help. 

Additional telephone numbers 
may be brought into use for bur¬ 
ial and cremation services to cope 
with the demand.

required for less than 
£250’ rule. 

The lEP covers, in the 
main, expenses at the 
MP’s two offices, in 
Westminster and the 
constituency. Staff costs 
are not included. They 
are published elsewhere 
(as a total figure) but 
individual salaries for an 
MP’s employees are con¬ 
fidential. 

The rules are different 
for the lEP, and here all 
invoices are listed, 
including £9.32 to a 
local newsagent - pre¬ 
sumably for the paper 
bill. 

The lEP is where the 
dreaded word ‘redacted’ 
is in evidence. Thick 
black blocks obscure 
various details. For 
instance, on page 70 of 
the 2007/08 lEP, there is 
an invoice which reveals 
that Mr Smith’s office 
has a regular ‘some¬ 
thing’ at £2.65 per week. 

It must be a pretty 
unimportant item, but all 
details are blacked out. 

Another example 
relates to Mr Smith’s 
constituency office in 
Barry. The address for 
the office is widely pub¬ 
licised, yet there is a 
payment on June 1, 

2007, to the Vale of 
Glamorgan CLP for 
£463.02 rent on a prop¬ 
erty which can only be 
his constituency office - 


but the address has been 
blacked out. 

Mr Smith has, of 
course, published his 
annual reports over the 
years in The GEM and 
other newspapers. The 
gem’s invoice is includ¬ 
ed, but the address has 
been redacted - although 
our address here in 
Cowbridge is not diffi¬ 
cult to find. 

However, the main 
criticism of the practice 
of redaction has been 
that it can hide the prac¬ 
tice of ‘flipping’ - when 
an MP changes the des¬ 
ignation of his or her 
first and second home. 

This is not a charge 
that is relevant in Mr 
Smith’s case, as he has 
always rented a flat in 
London. He has also, in 
comparison, with fellow 
MPs, never been a high 
spender. 

In 2006/07, 564 MPs 
spent more than he did, 
while in 2007/08, 295 
MPs spent more. 

In a statement, Mr 
John Smith MP told The 
GEM: 

“1 frequently stayed 
in London during recess 
and election campaigns 
as I was involved in a 
number of national cam¬ 
paigns in London. All my 
claims were within the 
rules at the time and 
cleared by the House 
Authorities. 

“The records show 
that historically I have 
been one of the lowest 
claimants of parliamen¬ 
tary expenses. I do not 
own a second home, 
have never made extrav¬ 
agant claims or claimed 
for any luxury goods, 
and all my personal 
claims have gone 
towards the day-to-day 
cost of working and liv¬ 
ing in London. 

“Because I believe in 
transparency, the people 
of the Vale can view on 
my website www.john- 
smithmp.co.uk details of 
my expenses claims in 
full. 1 also publish on 
this website the details of 
my expenses claims as 
they are being made. ”

BACK FROM THE 
DEAD! IAN THANKS 
EMERGENCY STAFF 
WHO SAVED HIM 


A BUILDER from 
Barry, brought 
back to life an 
incredible 12 times, 
has been reunited 
with the “heroic” 
Welsh Ambulance 
Service staff who 
saved him. 

The three emergency 
staff fought for an hour 
to save 3 5-year-old Ian 
Burston after he suffered 
a massive heart attack at 
his girlfriend’s home. 

And now the father of 
two from Barry has had 
the chance to thank them 
in person, when they 
visited him as he recov¬ 
ers from his ordeal. 

The incident hap¬ 
pened at about Sam, on 
April 15, when Mr 
Burston collapsed at his 
girlfriend’s home after 
feeling unwell on his 
way to work. 

Ambulance crew 
Adrian Cook and Steve 
Jones were on the scene 
within a minute, closely 
followed by paramedic 
Gareth Williams in a 
rapid response vehicle. 

Gareth, from Barry, a 
paramedic for 23 years, 
said: “He’s a very, very 
lucky boy. The crew 
were there very quickly 
and began treatment 
immediately. 

“He was in cardiac 
arrest when they got 
there and he was in and 
out of cardiac arrest for 
30 minutes. He was flat¬ 
lining. 

“We shocked him 12 
times and gave him the 
appropriate drugs, but to 
begin with, there was no 
shockable rhythm and 
we had to work at him 
with CPR - cardio-pul- 
monary resuscitation - 
and oxygen before we 
could shock him. 

“We’d get his heart 
going and then it would 
go into fibrillation and 
we’d have to shock him 
again. 

“You do get people 



back, but 12 times is 
pretty incredible. To all 
intents and purposes he 
was dead, so it’s a nice 
outcome. I’ve done a 
few, but none quite like 
this!” 

Ambulance technician 
Adrian Cook added: 
“They don’t happen like 
this very often. 

“This was a 35-year- 
old fit and healthy man 
with no history of heart 
trouble and he was clini¬ 
cally dead for half an 
hour - and now he’s 
made a full recovery - 
that’s amazing.” 

Mr Burston was taken 
to the University 
Hospital of Wales in 
Cardiff, where he had a 
stent, a tiny tube to sup¬ 
port an artery in the 
heart, fitted during a 
two-week stay. 

He is now recovering 
well at home in 
Burlington Street, Barry, 
and said: “I feel as good 
as new now, although I 
still can’t drive - but if 
the ambulance team had¬ 
n’t arrived so soon, I

would be brain-damaged have made a big differ- 


or dead. 

“I know I wouldn’t 
have been waking up at 
all if it weren’t for the 
work they did on me.” 

Ian’s father Dave 
added: “His girlfriend 
phoned the ambulance 
and they were there so 
fast - well before me 
and I was there within 
five minutes. 

“They worked on him 
for over an hour on the 
floor, and while they 
normally only resusci¬ 
tate three times, they 
kept trying and trying. 

“They had the defib¬ 
rillators out - thinking 
back it was horrible, but 
they were so profession¬ 
al. They didn’t give up. 

“For us, these people 
are heroes. It is a hard 
job they have got, and 
they go over and above 
the call of duty. 

“I am sure we are not 
the only family they 


ence to. Heroic is the 
only word to describe 
them.” 

Ian added: “I had left 
to go to work, but I was 
feeling sick — so I went 
back home and col¬ 
lapsed on the floor in 
my girlfriend’s kitchen. 

“She phoned 999, but 
I can’t really remember 
what happened -1 was 
told I had nearly died, 
but all I remember is 
waking up in hospital. 

“It was probably 
worse for everyone else 
at the time. 

“But I am feeling 
much better. I can’t 
drive or go back to work 
just yet, but I have been 
told that I will make a 
full recovery, thanks to 
the Barry crew. 

“They have even been 
to visit me. I couldn’t 
have asked for more. 

“We are lucky to have 
them in our town!”

Notes on remembering 
the computing basics 


‘WE ARE THE CHAMPIONS!^ 
Does this acting school have 
most talented group in area? 


I REMEMBER 
some years ago, 
being fascinated by a 
skiing statistic...It 
was along the lines 
that a skier had a 
one in 16 chance of 
breaking a limb on 
his first skiing holi¬ 
day. 

After several years of 
acquiring the relevant 
skills, his chances of 
breaking a limb on a 
skiing holiday increased 
to one in four! 

The logic was 
explained thus: as a 
beginner, he would 
have lots of falls but 
would do himself no 
serious damage because 
his speed was so slow. 

However, after years 
of improvement, his 
speed increased to the 
point that any single 
accident was likely to 
break a limb. 

In the computing 
world, there are similar 
stories indicating that 
being more skillful does¬ 
n’t mean that you are 
less likely to make a 


mistake. The extra skill 
often gives rise to the 
pride of overconfidence 
before the inevitable fall. 

I once had a colleague 
who was in charge of a 
large database that was 
constantly being updated 
(by a part-timer 
inputting data three days 
a week). 

When he told me that 
the system had crashed I 
sympathised with the 
extra work involved in 
re-establishing the data¬ 
base from the back-up 
files. 

He then confessed 
that the files had not 
been backed up for three 
months 

And he was the chap 
who was nagging every¬ 
body else to make fre¬ 
quent backups. 

It is commonly 
accepted in the computer 
world that the only peo¬ 
ple who do not back up 
their files regularly are 
those who have not lost 
any. Yet. 

In the same vein, a 
friend who was expert in 
computing was present¬ 


ed with a problem by a 
novice. He was trying to 
copy a lot of little files 
to a floppy disk (remem¬ 
ber those?), but the 
copying kept stalling 
before all the files were 
copied, in spite of there 
being ample room on the 
floppy. 

The expert struggled 
manfully without suc¬ 
cess, until he went back 
to basics and remem¬ 
bered that the root direc¬ 
tory of a floppy disk can 
handle only 64 files or 
directories. 

As there were more 
than that to be copied, 
the system could not 
copy them into the root. 
However, there is no 
such restriction on a sub¬ 
directory. 

The system happily 
copied all the files into a 
single sub-directory at 
the first attempt. 

Why am I recalling 
these examples? 

For years I have had 
no requirement for 
coloured prints and have 
been content to enjoy the 
quality of a black-only 
(mono) laser printer. 

Colour laser printers 
were expensive and I 
couldn’t justify the cost. 
Now my mono laser is 
old and is making warn¬ 
ing noises with every 
print. 

I decided that colour 
laser printers are now 
within my budget (its 
cost now less than origi¬ 
nally paid for the mono 
laser!) and took the 
plunge. 

My new piece of kit 
looked great and pro¬ 
duced a superb test print. 

The simplest way to 
test colour printing was 
to print out a few sample 
pictures, as I have no 
variety of colour docu¬ 
ments on my computer 
because I only print in 


black or grey-scale. 

I was surprised when 
the colour photographs 
were produced in grey. 
Experiments showed that 
the colours were being 
used to make the greys, 
because when instructed 
to print in grey the result 
was clearly different. 

I checked all the 
installation and set-up 
instructions carefully, 
but the printer would 
print only in grey, even 
after being told to use 
the colours. 

An email to the sup¬ 
pliers elicited a reply 
offering instructions on 
making all the correct 
settings. The instructions 
matched precisely what I 
was already doing. 

I went back to the 
golden rules of comput¬ 
ing. One of the rules that 
I emphasise to people is 
that computers are NOT 
intelligent, in spite of the 
seemingly complex 
things that they do. 

They are capable only 
of doing exactly what 
they are told to do. 

Therefore, I must be 
telling it to print out in 
grey, even when it is 
clearly instructed to use 
the colours. 

To test this theory, I 
created a Word docu¬ 
ment using colours. 

It printed beautifully 
without any problem. 

Reasoning that the 
“print in grey” instruc¬ 
tion must therefore be in 
the photo-editing soft¬ 
ware, I looked through 
the Page Set Up menu. 

Hey presto, I found 
that (years ago) I had set 
a requirement to print 
only in greyscale! 

Problem solved; les¬ 
son learned; humility 
restored and hopefully a 
useful note of warning 
for others! 

Remember the basics 
- always! HD

removed from the 
magnificent setting of 
Barry Memorial Hall. 

Since the organ’s 
opening concert on St 
David’s Day 1987, Barry 
and ATOS have benefit¬ 


ed hugely from a long- 
running series of dances 
played throughout by 
David Redfern, plus 
concerts featuring artists 
from here and overseas. 

Unfortunately, falling 
audience numbers and 
the introduction of a 
board of trustees and a 
change of hall manage¬ 
ment requiring higher 
hire charges, meant 
ATOS had to suspend 
concert activity. 

We could not present 
concerts running at a 
loss for a sustained peri¬ 
od. 

ATOS have been 
negotiating with the 
Memorial Hall trustees 
with a view to re-start 
concert activity with 


their support, and we 
have spent a consider¬ 
able time trying to pro¬ 
duce a positive outcome. 

The 12-month notice 
for removal has now 
been served. 

All who have been 
involved in presenting 
and supporting our 
events over the years at 
Barry are warmly 
thanked by the ATOS 
Chapter Committee. 

It is time therefore to 
consider a new phase in 
the life of this historic 
instrument. I welcome 
any thoughts on a future 
home from readers.

A NEW ‘green’ 
group, campaign¬ 
ing against plastic 
carrier bags, has 
been backed by 
the Vale Council. 

Penarth-based 
‘Gwyrddio Penarth 
Greening’ (GPG) wants 
residents and businesses 
to become more aware 
of the environmental 
cost of using plastic bags 
by looking at alterna¬ 
tives such as reusable 
jute bags. 

Council waste aware¬ 
ness officer Vicky 
Gowin recently took to 
the streets of Penarth 
with Gwyrddio Penarth 
Greening’s chair, Tricia 
Griffiths, and their plas¬ 
tic bag awareness project 
leader, Alison Norris, to 


speak to local residents 
and retailers. 

Vicky said: “As well 
as being a very visible 
form of littering, particu¬ 
larly across parks and 
open spaces, plastic bags 
can sometimes take up 
to 1,000 years to biode¬ 
grade. 

“The GPG plastic bag 
project in Penarth aims 
to raise awareness about 
this waste issue by 
reducing the need to use 
plastic bags, encourag¬ 
ing re-use where they do 
exist, and promoting 
alternative options.” 

GPG will take the 
message throughout the 
Vale this summer by 
conducting retailer ques¬ 
tionnaires and attending 
local events such as the 
Penarth Festival in July.

A MASTER 

butcher who 
has spent 
almost 70 years in 
the trade has been 
invited to 
Buckingham 
Palace to attend a 
garden party. 

Ken Williams, who 
has a shop in Pontyclun, 
is looking forward to 
the trip in July. 

“It was a huge sur¬ 
prise when the invita¬ 
tion arrived,” he said. 
“Somebody contacted 
the Lord Lieutenant and 
that’s how the invitation 
was arranged. I will be 
going with my son 
Rhys.” 

Mr Williams joined 
his father Len in the 
family butchery busi¬ 
ness in Llanharan when 
he left school in 1940 at 
the age of 14. 

“Meat rationing came 
into force and it was a 
very difficult time to be 
a butcher," he recalled. 
“We could not waste 
anything - we had to 
make the meat go as far 
as we could so that 
everybody had some¬ 
thing. 

“We used to sell a lot 
of rabbits in those days 
- they were not rationed 


and people used to have 
them to supplement the 
meat ration.” 

Mr Williams’ father 
died at the age of 44 
and it fell to him then to 
take over the business 
with his mother. 

“My two sisters were 
in college and I was the 
family’s main breadwin¬ 
ner,” he explained. “I 
was originally called up 
for the army but 
because of the situation 
at home, I was sent 
instead to the pit as a 
Bevin boy. I was work¬ 
ing at Llanharan 
Colliery and used to 
work nights. 

“I would then come 
home, snatch a few 
hours sleep and then go 
into the shop. It was a 
busy time.” 


Mr Williams’ mother 
Margaret worked in the 
shop along with his 
uncle Frank. His mother 
lived to be 101 - and 
was a widow for 60 
years. 

Mr Williams’ family 
came originally from 
Abercynon, where his 
grandfather had a butch¬ 
ers’ shop. 

“My grandfather and 
my four uncles were all 
butchers as well as my 


father," he said. 

“I was bom in 
Trealaw, which is where 
my mother was from, 
but we came to 
Llanharan when my 
father opened the shop.” 

The shop in 
Llanharan closed some 
years ago, but Mr 
Williams came to 
Pontyclun 16 years ago 
to help out at the shop 
and then took it over. 

He now mns it on his 
own. 

“My wife Marjorie 
died last year after 57 
years of marriage, so I 
am glad to have the 
company of my cus¬ 
tomers. They are a great 
crowd and I enjoy com¬ 
ing to work. I have no 
plans to retire at the 
moment because my 
health is good.” 

Mr Williams, who is 
83, lives in Llanharan 
and has two sons, four 
grand-daughters, one 
grandson and three 
great grand-daughters.

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Robots don’t transform 
into a great film epic! 


I T has often been 
the prerogative 
of the major 
film studios to 
make their biggest 
films more ‘toy- 
friendly’. 

Not content with emp¬ 
tying parents wallets at 
the cinema, they want 
them to be emptied at 
the nearest toy shop as 
well. 

Joel Schumacher once 
claimed that this was 
one of the reasons his 
Batman & Robin sank 
like it did; there was no 
room for reality in a film 
designed to sell toys. 

However, it can work 
the other way around as 
well, best-selling toys 
providing studios with 
the opportunity to make 
money from an existing 
fan base. This was all 
too apparent with 2007’s 
Transformers, a film 
based around the robots 
in disguise that was a 
monumental success. 

Its sequel was assured 
the moment the first 
went into production. 


and hits screens now 
under the moniker 
Transformers: Revenge 
of the Fallen. 

Set two years after 
events in the original, it 
sees Sam (Shia 
LaBeouf) preparing to 
go to college, while the 
Autobots, led by 
Optimus Prime (voiced 
by Peter Cullen), have 
joined forces with the 
military to capture the 
remaining Decepticons 
on earth. 

However, when Sam 
finds a shard of the all 
spark from the last film, 
it reveals ancient infor¬ 
mation that will assist 
the Decepticons and the 
evil Fallen (voiced by 
Tony Todd) in coming 
back to earth and taking 
it over... 

The general rule when 
it comes to sequels is 
‘bigger and better’, often 
resulting in an over¬ 
cooked end product that 
pales in comparison to 
the first one.

2) but by and large, the 
majority of sequels don’t 
live up to the expecta¬ 
tion. 

It is a problem that 
afflicts Revenge of the 
Fallen, as while it most 
certainly is bigger than 
its predecessor, it most 
certainly isn’t better. 

Having delivered so 
superbly with the first 
film, here director 
Michael Bay lets loose 
his wildest imagination, 
which results in some 
jaw-dropping superb 
action, and mind-numb- 
ingly awful moments. 

It’s fair to say that the 
film runs the gamut of 
sublime to ridiculous 
with consummate ease. 

Bay is a director easy 
to lampoon, his films are 
always glossy, drenched 
with testosterone and 
sunset skies, and while 
technically and visually 
superb, don’t always sat¬ 
isfy in the way you 
hope. 

When he’s good, 
though, he’s very good, 
and there is plenty of 
that in evidence here. 
Allied with the excellent 
effects work displayed. 
Bay shows a distinct 
lack of subtlety in blow-

lustre when wheeled out 
for the twentieth time. 

It is a case of overeg¬ 
ging an already rather 
sumptuous pudding, and 
while the success of the 
last film obviously gave 
Bay a degree of carte 
blanche to do as he saw 
fit, a little bit of temper¬ 
ance would have gone a 
long way. 

On the human side of 
things, the cast are very 
much secondary to the 
robots in terms of action, 
but are front and centre 
in terms of plot, 
mg up as much as he can Luckily, Shia LaBeouf is

get his hands on as the 
robots fight their way 
through cities and 
forests, but it works as 
that’s ultimately what 
you want from the film. 

Bay has perfected the 
notion of popcorn spec¬ 
tacle, and ramps it up 
suitably here, delivering 
a film that far exceeds 
the scope of the first, 
with all manner of 
robots on show. 

However, Bay’s 
strength is also his 
achilles heel, and while 
the spectacle has 
increased, so has the 
reliance on these some¬ 
what overblown action 
sequences. 

At 150 minutes, the 
film is hardly lean and 
taut, and the robotic 
smackdowns lose their 


more than capable of 
handling the weight, 
delivering another like¬ 
able turn as Sam, once 
again being thrust into 
the middle of a robotic 
war. 

LaBeouf is hardly 
called upon to do any 
real acting, but he does 
provide a neat line in 
quips without coming 
across as smug or 
annoying. 

As his girlfriend, 
Megan Fox may be 
incredibly pleasing to 
the eye, but as an actress 
it’s difficult to judge 
who is more robotic - 
her or the Transformers 
themselves. 

Her ‘performance’ 
mainly consists of lip 
gloss, legs and cleavage 
(and one does have to 


question the health and 
safety aspect of her 
worlang in a garage with 
knee-high boots and a 
short skirt), and while 
certainly a turn suited 
for the males in the audi¬ 
ence, adds very little to 
the film. 

Far better are a range 
of smaller turns from the 
likes of John Turturro 
and Josh Duhamel, 
adding a bit of depth to 
the human element of 
the film without really 
doing too much, while 
the voice cast do their 
jobs with aplomb. 

However, the twin 
cars that speak some 
peculiar form of urban 
jive are more annoying 
than meeting a lift full of 
Jar Jar Binks’. 

The script follows a 
similar template from 
the first film, but adds in 
a few more fan favourite 
characters to up the ante, 
while deepening the 
mythology of the charac¬ 
ters and their back¬ 
ground nicely. 

It’s the dialogue, how¬ 
ever, that jars the most, 
full of heavy-handed 
lines that mistake cliche 
for gravitas and it makes 
you snigger at the writ¬ 
ers’ inability to get 
something as basic as 
speech right in such a 
glossy film. 

Ultimately, therein 
lies the main problem - 
despite the outward 
gloss, there is very little 
substance beneath it, 
which makes Revenge of 
the Fallen a somewhat 
underwhelming experi¬ 
ence and certainly not a 
patch on the first outing. 

VERDICT -An 
overlong, bombastic, 
‘directed by Michael 
Bay’ experience. 
Transformers: Revenge 
of the Fallen lacks the 
charm of its forbearer, 
relying on explosions 
and little else. 

As a blockbuster film 
it works satisfactorily, 
but it lacks the depth to 
really stand out on its 
own terms. Average.

Children’s 
welfare gets 
inspectors’ 
approval 


THE children’s 
services depart¬ 
ment in Bridgend 
county borough, 
which had been put 
under special 
scrutiny by 
Assembly inspec¬ 
tors, has worked its 
way out of that 
spotlight. 

Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) has been con¬ 
gratulated by the Care 
and Social Services 
Inspectorate Wales 
(CSSIW) for substantial 
improvements in its 
children’s services, 
which have resulted in 
the lifting of a ‘serious 
concern’ protocol. 

A recent review by 
CSSIW found that social 
services staff and man¬ 
agers have “continued to 
work hard to secure fur¬ 
ther improvements, and 
have established more 
robust systems for con¬ 
sistent assessment of 
risk and effective deci¬ 
sion making”. 

The “corporate lead¬ 
ership” for children’s 
services were also 
praised. 

Chief Inspector Rob 
Pickford said: “The 
authority now responds 
much more promptly 
and effectively to initial 
concerns about children, 
and is much more reli¬ 
able in planning for their 
welfare and reviewing 
progress. 


“It has better systems 
to manage its own per¬ 
formance and monitor 
its own progress. The 
relationship between the 
inspectorate and the 
authority can now revert 
to one of normal busi¬ 
ness, with the inspec¬ 
torate checking progress 
through our normal pro¬ 
gramme of inspection 
and reviews.” 

Conn Mel Nott, 
Leader of BCBC, said: 

“I welcome this excel¬ 
lent news. As a cabinet, 
we have been deter¬ 
mined to see a sustained 
and substantial improve¬ 
ment in this area, and I 
have been very closely 
involved in monitoring 
progress. 

“I know how dedicat¬ 
ed staff within the chil¬ 
dren’s directorate have 
been to making this hap¬ 
pen.” 

Conn Alana Davies, 
the cabinet member for 
children and young peo¬ 
ple, said: “I am passion¬ 
ate about the welfare of 
our children and young 
people, so I am truly 
delighted about the good 
work which is now 
being achieved in this 
service area.” 

Jo Farrar, chief exec¬ 
utive of BCBC, said: 
“This is not the end of 
the improvements. 
Children’s services have 
been, and remain, a cor¬ 
porate priority, but this 
is a very positive build¬ 
ing block for the 
future.”

T he general consensus 
of media opinion since 
last weekend’s narrow 
defeat in Durban is that the 
British & Irish Lions have a 
great chance of putting 
mighty South Africa to the 
sword in Pretoria on 
Saturday. 

Such optimism is understand¬ 
ably based on that remarkable 
turnaround in the last 30 min¬ 
utes, when the Lions scored 14 
unanswered points and had the 
world champions clinging on for 
dear life at the end, relieved to 
scramble a 26-21 win. 

There is no doubt that the 
belated arrival off the bench of 
prop Adam Jones and hooker 
Matthew Rees was a decisive fac¬ 
tor in restoring stability to a 
demoralised eight that had spent 
the previous hour in ignominious 
retreat. 

While most had expected the 
Lions’ scrum at least to provide a 
solid competitive platform 
against a front row that was gen¬ 
erally considered inferior to 
them, this proved not to be the 
case. 

In fact, one of the saddest 
sights of all was to see the deject¬ 
ed figure of England’s veteran 
World Cup winning prop Phil 
Vickery trudging off after being 
cruelly dismantled by Tendai ‘the 
Beast’ Mtwariria in a nightmare 
first half for both him and his 
team. 

Not that the string of penalties 
Vickery conceded was the sole 
cause of Lions’ first half disarray, 
for they were struggling in the 
line-out and at the breakdown 
and also wasting golden chances 


against fired-up Springboks who 
threatened to blast them off the 
park, after a quick-fire try by 
skipper Jon Smit. 

Four successful penalty kicks 
followed, interspersed with a fine 
try by Tom Croft, set up by the 
increasingly-impressive centre 
pairing of Jamie Roberts and 
Brian O’Driscoll. 

However, this still made the 
score at the interval 19-7 to a 
clearly dominant home team, who 
confidently expected to ram their 
superiority home in the second 
period. 

One devastating rolling maul 
drove the Lions back half the 
length of the field, culminating in 
a converted try - but the expect¬ 
ed scoring avalanche never came. 

The Lions made positive sub¬ 
stitutions from the bench, while 
(not for the first time) the over¬ 
confident South African coach 
did the opposite, replacing the 
core of his team with inferior 
players and the tide turned. 

The now rampant Lions took 
advantage and when Stephen 
Jones converted late tries by 
Croft and Mike Phillips, South 
Africa were only too glad to hear 
the final whistle. 

However, they will be a totally 
different proposition in the sec¬ 
ond test high up on the lung¬ 
bursting highveldt in Pretoria on 
Saturday, and the Lions manage¬ 
ment have had much to ponder 
on selection-wise after Durban, 
with the fate of the series already 
hanging in the balance. Can they 
get the mix right this time? 

For the travelling Lions’fans, as 
well as the thousands of tellywatch- 
ers back here at home, it promises 
to be another nail-biting afternoon 
that could again go to the wire.
